Courteous Recognition 


And he referred to the visit of 


King George and Queen Elizabeth 
to the United States as "a courte- 
ous recognition of the cordiality 
and good will which prevails' be- 
tween two great nations." 


Although 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
de- 


clared "we seek peace by honorable 
and pacific conduct of our inter- 
national affairs," he laid 
stress 


anew on America's 
intention 
to 


build up her armed forces. 


"The machine age has laid its 
iron grip upon the world's armies; 
and technical developments have 
demanded modernization of 
our 
military establishments,

prise this writer's landlady.

Not one British subject inter- 


viewed seemed to believe Brltish-

PRICESJF COTTON 


OFFICIALS CASTING ABOUT 


FOR SUBSTITUTE FOR 


SUBSIDY PROPOSAL 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—(/P>— 


Administration farm leaders are 
seriously considering advisability 
of government fixing of cotton 
prices if congress rejects Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's proposal to sub- 
sidize cotton exports. 


Agriculture department officials 


and congressional leaders already 
have begun casting about for a 
substitute for the subsidy proposal 
because of strong opposition by 
some members of congress and 
tho cotton trade. 


It cannot be launched, however, 


unless congress provides 
funds. 


An agriculture department supply 
bill pending before a senate-house 
conference committee would make 
about $50,000,000 available for thib 
purpose. 
A measure not yet Introduced but 
under consideration by adminis- 
tration leaders would fix the price 
of domestically-consumed cotton 
at 16 cents a pound, 
compared 


with a current price of about 9.5 
cents a pound. Under this meas- 
ure, each grower would be given 
an allotment In the domestic mnt- 
ket for which he would receive a 
pegged price. The balance of the 
crop would be sold at prevailing 
world prices, 


Also under study Is a proposal 


for a modified form of processing 
tax. 
Referred to as the "certifi- 
cate plan," it would require do- 
mestic users of cotton to buy cer- 
tificates from a cotton pool which 
would net producers two or three 
cents a pound on cotton used In 
this country. 
Exports would not 
be required to buy the certificates. 


Both plans would limit benefits 
to growers who kept new crop 
cotton out of government stocks. 


Officials said the administration 
was still hopeful of winning' con- 
pressional approval of the subsidy 
proposal, 
They said they believ- 


ed It would he the cheapest and 
most practical solution o the cot- 
ton disposal problem.

first bale of 1030 cotton was ginned 
here last night. 


Francisco P. Lozano of La Grulla 


in 
southeastern 
Starr 
county, 


whose neighbors aided him in 
picking last week, thus won the 
distinction of growing three suc- 
cessive years the Rio Grande val- 
ley's first hale. 


In the 43-year history of tho 


valley race, Lozano, a 75-year-old 
pioneer of the border country, has 
won six times. 


This year's first bale was ginned 


from 1,400 pounds of seed cotton 
and weighed 424 pounds. It was 
taken to the Corpus Chrlstl cotton 
exchange. 


Arrives Corpus Chrlstl 


CORPUS CHRISTI, June 12— 
—Tho first bale of 1939 cotton gin- 
ned In the United States arrived 
hero early this morning and wil 
be sold at public auction at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon on tho floor of the 
Corpus Christ!

EMERGENCY WHILE 


DRIVING AN AUTO 


AUSTIN, June 12.—(Spl.)—How 


age slows reflex action has been 
noted by state police in relation 
:o the automobile driver. 


Reaction tests given 33,000 per- 


sons show that young people are 
quicker than middle-aged drivers 
to react to an emergency and that 
women are slower than men where 
foot-action is required but aro 
faster with their hands. Women's 
dexterity ,the traffic research men 
said, probably comes from the fact 
that so many women's tasks are 
manual, such as sewing, cooking 
and typing. 


The tests were administered by 


an electrically-controled machine 
before which a £ed light flashed 
on one side and a figure repre- 
senting a child on a bicycle ap- 
peared on the other. The driver 
did not know which would appear* 
and so had to make an emergency 
decision In each case. 


Male drivers between 15 and 21 
years had the best reaction time 
of any one age group. Ninety per 
cent of them were able to react 
to the emergency 1m one-half sec- 
ond, while only 80 per cent of the 
girls In this age group could equal 
that time. 


But the next age group, 22 to 35 
years, shows only 75 per cent of 
the men and 60 per cent of the 
women able to react In one-half 
second. Tho percentage shows an- 
other decrease In the next age 
bracket. 36 to 45 years, where only 
65 per cent of the men and 40 per 
cent of tho women made the half- 
second response. In the last group, 
46 to 55 years, the figures drop to 
45 per cent of the men and 25 per 
cent of the women. 


These percentages must not be 


taken, however, as an Indication 
that middle-aged drivers are nec- 
essarily poorer drivers,

a crisis. "Not the richest

problem for next year," he 
declares. "But the problem 
is more fundamental than 
merely raising money. It 
extends into the long-time 
future 
of 
democratic so- 


ciety, for we do not know 
how far governmental par- 
ticipation in education, care 
of the sick or help for the 
undeprivileged is going. 


"You 
can d'o much to ed- 


ucate your fellow-citizens 
either to extend government 
participation 
into 
every 


branch of philanthropy or 
to stop the 
taxation in- 


crease which is cutting off 
private philanthropy." 


The choice isn't quite so

Or that Senator Bulow (D-SD) 
carried a white ten-gallon hat with 
his formal gear Instead of a gray 
topper like the king's.

REVIEWED EX-EMPIRE TROOP

walked off with top honors today 
In the British 
embassy's ' ultra- 
English garden when George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth reviewed for- 
mer empire fighters,

greeted by the King. 


While the queen waited on the 
terra.ce with Lady Lindsay, the 
king, Ambassador Sir Ronald Lind- 
say and military attaches moved 
along the double line of veterans', 
numbering about 250. Outside tho 
rectangle In which they were drawn 
up was a crowd of some 1,000 
members of Washington's British 
colony who cheered almost con- 
stantly as the British sovereign 
moved smilingly down the ranks, 
stopping to talk with about every 
fifth man.

Tho presidential nominees of the 
two major parties may be fairly 
well decided before the roll call of 
states starts In the 1940 conven- 
tions. 
That has been the case In five 


of the last six national conven- 
tions. The stage was fairly well 
set for the nomination of Alt M. 
Landon at Cleveland In 1936 bo- 
fore the convention got going. 
President 
Roosevelt's 
renomina- 
tlon by the democrats in that year 
was a foregone conclusion. 


Only Roosevelt of all the nomi- 
nees in the last three campaigns 
had a convention fight for 
the 
nomination. That 1932 fight died 
when John Nance 
Garner 
gave 
gave him the votes of tho Texas 
and California delegations on the 
fourth ballot, and took the vice- 
presidential nomination. 
Since the long democratic con- 


vention fight in 1924, the ground- 
work for the nominations 
has 
been laid In tho 
pro-convention 


mnnouverings. By the time 
the 
horns begin to blow around state 
standards In convention, the nomi- 
nations usually have been pretty 
well pul In the bag. 
Tho same thing may easily hap- 


pen In 1940. That is one of the 
big reasons why talk is running 
so far ahead of the conventions. 
Emissaries of the men bitten by 
tho presidential bug are sitting 
through the states, making con- 
tacts with party officials, laying 
plans for the future. 
Upward of 2,100 delegates are to 


bo chosen by the 48 states, the1 
District of Columbia and United 
States possessions 
next 
spring, 


Eleven hundred of these will go to 
the next democratic convention. A 
few more than 1,000 will go to 
the republican meeting. 
The democratic delegates are 


apportioned among the states on a 
flat ration of two for each senator 
and 
representative. Alaska, 
the 


District of Columbia, Hawaii, the 
Philippine Islands, 'Puerto 
Rico 
and the Canal Zone are allotted 
six delegates. The Virgin Islands 
have two delegates. 
This ratio, which has prevailed 
in recent democratic conventions, 
will be kept for 1940. Before then, 
a committee will work out a new 
plan of apportionment, b a s e d 
somewhat 
on 
the 
same bonus 


theory as the republicans follows 
—more delegates for bigger party 
votes. This will give a larger vot- 
ing strength in conventions to the 
solid democratic jouth.

YOUTHFUL BRITISH 


SOVEREIGNS VISIT 
CAPITOJJOF NATION 


KING GEORGE AND QUEEN 


ELIZABETH HAVE ANOTH- 


ER EVENTFUL DAY 


WASHINGTON, June 8. 


0—In solemn reverence, 


King George VI paid hom- 
age today to America's fore- 
most shrine, the tomb of 
George Washington, 
who 


led thirteen struggling col 
onies to independence from 
British rule. 
Perhaps more than any other 


event of the historic two-day vis- 
it, the unprecedented but simple 
ceremony on the grassy slopes of 
Mount 
Vernon 
symbolized 
the 
peaceful ties of friendship today 
between 
two 
English speaking 
peoples divided on the battlefield 
In 1776. 
While his queen and President 
and 
Mrs. Roosevelt looked on, 
the king placed 
a. wreath of 


white lilies, iris and carnations 
on the marble sarcophagus 


The ceremony of respect 
for 


the "Father of the Country" was 
ono of tho most dramatic of the 
royal visit, yet was witnessed by 
one of the smallest crowds to at- 
tend any of the functions of the 
last two days. 


On the yacht Potomac, while 


. cruising down the quiet Potom- 
ac, the presidential party and 
the royal guests had lunched. 
The king and queen boarded 
the Potomac at the navy yard 
after 
exchanging cordial 
greet- 
ings 
with 
American 
legislators 
at a brilliant capitol reception. 


Capitol Reception. 
Standing 
in the 
huge, high- 


domed 
capttol 
rotunda, 
King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
had a 
smile and 
royal hand- 
shake for the 400-odd 
senators 
and representatives crowded into 
the chamber. 
When it was over, Chairman 
Fittman of the 
reception com- 
mittee 
said 
the 
king 
thanked 


congress In these words: 
"Her Majesty and I are unable 
to 
express our 
appreciation of 


the universal courtesy and friend- 
ship we have received." 
The monarchs stood less than 
100 yards from the spot where 
victorious British troops held a 
mock legislative session in the 
house chamber 125 years ago and 
then sacked and burned the cap- 
itol.Sevsnty-four year old Senator 
Borah (R-Ida), dean of the sen- 


• ate, was 
the 
first, other 
than 
the reception committee, to meet 
the king and queen after they 
were escorted Inside by a recep- 
tion committee headed by Sena- 
tor Plttman (D-Nev), chairman 
of the foreign relations commit- 
tee.The king and queen first were 
grouted at the door of the ro- 
tundra by Vice President Garner 
and Speaker Bankhead. 
King George chatted with Pitt- 
man until the reception began. 
At the British embassy a few 
minutes earlier, American 
war 
veterans who once fought for the 
British empire won special greet- 
ing from their English Majesties. 
The king stopped and chatted 
with A. E. Graham of Washing- 
ton, formerly 
of Indianapolis, 


who lost a leg with Canadian 
troops at Amiens in 1918. 
Greeted By Applause.

his place beside Queen Elizabeth,

The sentence was passed 
in 
the Moscow city 
court 
on a 


charge that Mrs. Rubens entered 
Soviot Russia on a false pass- 
port. 


She had disappeared from 
a 


Moscow hotel with her husband, 
known also as Donald Robinson, 
in December, 1937, and a month 
later United States embassy of- 
ficials were permitted to see her 
in prison. 


Her 
husband's 
whereabouts 


never has been established. 


Whether she will be turned 


over to United States authorities 
immediately after liberation could 
not be learned\ 


Theoretically 
she 
might 
be 


prosecuted by United States au- 
thorities for falsification of an 
American passport. 


Mrs. 
Rubens freely admitted 


coming to Russia with false doc- 
uments but denied "criminal in- 
tent" 


Her main concern in court was 
to learn what had happened to 
her 
husband. 
After 
sentence 


had been pronounced she asked 
the court for information con- 
corning him but her request was 
turned down. 


She said her husband had sug- 
gested they travel In France and 
Italy 
"Because 
of 
my delicate 


health." She quoted him as say- 
Ing "It would be a good Idea to 
visit modern Russia" after their 
arrival in Europe. 


Case Lone Mystery.

December, 1937, on suspicion of 
espionage, went to trial today 
before tho Moscow city court. 


Representatives of the United

Rubens pleaded guilty to a charge 
of illegally entering Soviet Rus- 
sia and the court retired to con- 
sider its verdict.) 


Mrs. Rubens and her husband, 


also known as Donald Robinson, 
disapepared from their hotel in 
December, 1937. 


A month later a representative 


of the United State 
sembassy 


was permitted to see them in 
prison 


Since then, however, the em- 
bassy has' had no contact with 
them. 
The whereabouts of Mrs. Ru- 


bens and her husband has been 
a mystery throughout most of 
the negotiations 
between

United States and Soviet govern- 
ments. 
Last November It was reported 


unofficially the couple had been 
charged as German spies, but no 
details came to light. 


Then the Soviet army newspa- 
per Red Star linked their names 
with the spy trial current at that 
time in New York, saying that 
one of the defendants, Gunther 
Gustavo 
Rumrich, 
"No matter 
how he twisted or turned" had 
to admit 60 American 'passports 
had been obtained for 
sending 
German spies into Russia.

COOKING VEGETABLES 


CAUSE FOR DISEASE 


COLLEGE STATION, June 10.— 


(Spl.)—Do you bleed easily? Are 
your gums soft and spongy, teath 
loose, eating painful? , A person 
suffering from a deficiency of vita- 
min C may have all these symp- 
toms, and further red spots of 
blood may occur in the legs or 
other parts of the body. Scurvy re- 
cently has been 
reported 
from 


Maine and from the south. 


This may be due to Improper 


methods of cooking potatoes or 
other vegetables. 
Vitamin 
C is 


found in all kinds of vegetables 
and fruits, especially 
in 
citrus 


fruits. 


Such a simple thing as putting 


a cover on the vessel In which 
vegetables are boiled may prevent 
loss of Vitamin C, the antiscorbu- 
tic vitamin, according to findings 
of Dr. W. W. Floyd, Sam Houston 
State Teachers College, and G. S. 
Fraps, Texas State chemist of the 
A. and M, college experiment sta- 
tion. 


Changes In Vitamin C content 
during boiling of turnip greens in 
various waters in uncovered vessel 
have been noted, carefully and 
some Interesting results obtained. 


In pure water 25 per cent of the 


Vitamin C will be lost if the vessel 
is left uncovered, while there was 
little loss when the cover was put 
on. Steam drives out the air in a 
covered vessel, but air In an un- 
covered vessel will destroy some 
of the vitamin C. Covered alumin- 
um vessels are better than glass or 
enameled vessels, the tests revealed, 
However, if sodium carbonate was 
added to the water, the loss was 
greater when cooking was In an 
aluminum vessel than In the glass 
or pyrex vessel. Cook vegetables 
with little water In a covered ves- 
sel, the scientists declare.

Mrs. Tenie Akers, widow 


of Remus Akers, testifying 
Friday 
morning 
for 
the 


state against Grover Hall 
in connection with the fatal 
shooting of her husband 
last Christmas Eve at Daw- 
son, declared: 


"I want him sent to the peniten- 
tiary for the shooting." 


Rebuttal defense evidence was 


Introduced shortly before noon Fri- 
day after the state had rested fol- 
lowing the completion of the cross- 
examination of Mrs. Akers by the 
defense. Mrs. Akers was a witness 
yesterday afternoon. 


Defense counsel 
Indicated 
at 


noon that 
additional 
evidence 


would be presented Friday after- 
noon. 


Mrs. Akers said she was at the 


courthouse at the former trial of 
Hall but denied hearing the argu- 
ments of attorneys. She said she 
was not testifying of her own free 
will and accord, but was called as 
a witness. Later she said she was 
testifying on her own accord and 
no one was making her do so. She 
denied saying her husband had 
threatened Hall before or after her 
reconciliation. 
She 
maintained' 


through close questioning by the 
defense that Hall was at fault and 
tljat she was without fault for the 
trouble. 
She said he repeatedly 


asked him (Hall) to remain away 
from her house. She also denied 
shooting at her'husband, that Dr. 
Worsham was told she had shot at 
her husband, etc. 


Returned Gun. 


The witness said she returned a 


gun to Mrs Pat Mltcham she found 
in her husband's car and took it 
home because she wanted to do so. 
She denied any knowledge of why 
her husband had borrowed the gun 
from Mltcham. She didn't remem- 
ber who told her the gun belonged 
to Mitcham. 


Mrs. Akers denied saying to Mrs. 


Mitcham that she had ceased 
to 
care for her husband, that he was 
not good to her, etc. 


She admitted she kept the $20 


sent her by the defendant but de- 
nied ever receiving any money from 
anyone else. She admitted she had 
sued her husband for divorce and 
one-half of the property and after 
the suit, her husband took her 
back. 
She denied her husband 
took her back because of the prop- 
erty, but added: "He took me back 
because he loved me." 


The witness denied she was scar- 


ed at the alimony hearing. 


Mrs. 
Akers maintained she vis- 


ited Mrs. Hall one 
time 
after 


Mrs. 
Hall returned from the hos- 


pital but denied discussing 'the 
scandal or gossip or that she said 
the relations would be stopped. She 
also denied she had threatened 
bodily injury to Mrs. Hall. 


The witness testified she 
was 
with her husband in the Waco 
hospital the night after the shoot- 
ing and was present when he died. 
She said her son and others were 
also present. 
1 Cross Examination. 


Under further defense cross-ex- 
amination Mrs. Akers said she 
knew Paul Norman at Arlington, 
a former employer, and that she 
asked him for a job at Arlington 
while she was visiting a friend, 
Mrs. 
Allday. 
She denied telling 


Norman, however, that her hus- 
band was a drunken brute, 
or 
showed him a scar. 
She denied 


sending any character of message 
to Hall while at Arlington. 


Attorney Mays read from a doc- 


ument, later identified as the di- 
vorce petition as filed last July 25, 
relative to alleged beating, exces- 
sive drinking, cruel and inhuman 
treatment, etc., recited. 
She said 


some of it was untrue. She admit- 
ted the signature was hers at the 
bottom of the petition. 


Under further questioning, she 
declared: 


"I want him sent to the peniten- 
tiary for shooting my husband." 


Under 
re-direct 
examination, 


Mrs. Akers declared when asked 
who represented her husband in 
the suit last summer: "Dick Mays 
was his lawyer." 


When asked if Mr. Mays had 


any part in the reconciliation or 
not, she said she didn't know 
he 


had anything to do with it. She 
was asked if Mays charged 
her 


husband for the work, and she said 
$50 was the fee she thought was 
paid.

Defense Attorney Mays challeng- 
ed the witness to produce a can- 
celed check or other information 
that any fee had been paid. 


Witness BecaUedT 


After the state rested, Ward 


! Berry was recalled by the defense 
for cross-examination purposes on- 
ly. Testifying about the trip with 
Akors to Oakwood and the home 
of N. L. Boykin, the witness said 
Akers and Boykin left in the car 
during the night and were gone 
about an hour. He said, referring 
to his previous, testimony about 
seeing Mrs, Akers and the defend- 
ant in Waco, that neither of them 
had ever mentioned the episode to 
him. 


William Wilcox, 
who 
resides 
near Frost, said he moved from 
Hall's farm near Raleigh Nov. 
15-16-17, 1396, to near" Frost. Ho 
testified that Hall was at the place 
on Nov. 11, 1936, at his house from 
about 3 or 4 o'clock until 5 or 6 
o'clock In the afternoon. He said 
he told Hall on that date he was 
moving from the farm. 


Mrs. 
Wilcox, wife of William 


Wtlcox, corroborated the testimony 
relative to dates as given by her 
husband and added that Mrs. Hall 
and family were accompanying Mr. 
Hall on that occasion. 


Mrs. 
Pat Mttoham was recalled 
and testified Mrs. Akers returned 
her husband's gun to her and quot- 
ed Mrs. Akers as saying to tell 
Pat Mltcham to keep his gun and 
asked Mrs. Mitcham why she (Mrs. 
Mitcham) took 
care 
of Remus 


Akers when he was in a drunken 
stupor. 
She quoted Mrs. Akers 


as declaring she (Mrs. Akers) would 
leave him on'the ground to rot if 
he fell down and that she didn't 
love ,hlm any more than "that 
damned brick sidewalk." She tes- 
tified Mrs., Akers told her to watch 
the papers and see the divorce. 


Under ofoss-examlnatlon by Nor- 
ris Lovett, Mrs. Mitcham denied 
going over her testimony with 
Mrs, Hall yesterday afternoon but 


.admitted Mrs. Hall cam* to her 


home Thursday afternoon and ad- 
vised her she was wanted to tes- 
tify today in the trial. She said 
Mrs. Hall was accompanied by her 
daughter.Thursday Afternoon 


Mrs. Tenle Akers, widow of the 
slain man, sobbed as she testified 
with a voice shaking with emotion 
that the defendant killed her hus- 
band to get him out of the way 
because 
of 
jealousy, 
Thursday 


afternoon while undergoing cross- 
examination by defense 
counsel 


after having been on the stand for 
approximately one and one-half 
hours. Court was recessed to al- 
low her to regain her composure. 
Half an 
hour 
later 
court 
re- 


cessed until Friday morning with- 
out any further testimony from 
Mrs. Akers. 
In the Fall of 1937, Mrs. Akers 


testified, , the defendant saw her 
often at her home and 
wanted 


dates and to go places together. 
She said he made love to her and 
proposed marriage, asking her to 
divorce her husband and saying 
he would divorce Ma wife, 
She 


said her husband was not at home 
when the visits referred to were 
made. 
She continued the same 


conditions existed during the first 
portion of 1938, until July 4. 


Denied Font Office Meeting 


The widow of the slain man de- 


nied meeting the defendant at the 
post office on July 4, 1938, and tell- 
ing him to come to her back yard. 
She said she drove home and as 
she put her car In the garage, the 
defendant appeared. She said her 
husband appeared and saw the de- 
fendant, but Mrs. Akers related 
she went into the house and didn't 
know what transpired between the 
two men. 
She said her husband had rep- 


rimanded her about her relations 
with the defendant prior to July 4. 
She said she sued her husband 
for divorce and went to Houston 
to be with her daughter. 


Mrs. Akers said the defendant 


phoned her from Calvert while 
she was In Houston and wanted 
her to meet him there. She said 
she declined. The witness declared 
the defendant then came to Hous- 
ton and talked with her and again 
pressed her to marry him. She 
denied that Hall said anything to 
her in Houston about pacifying 
her husband and son. 


Couple Reconciled 


Continuing her testimony, Mrs. 


Akers said she and her husband 
became reconciled In Sept., 1938, 
and were getting along all right. 
Her husband, she stated, drank lit- 
tle and they were living happily. 
She said her husband had' made 
threats against Hall while drunk. 
Mrs. Akers testified she received 
a letter from Hall from Arlington 
which she destroyed. She said the 
defendant was wanting her 
to 


meet him somewhere. "I 
didn't 
meet him," she said. 


The witness said the" only time 


after the reconciliation with her 
husband that she saw the defend- 
ant was once on the street. 


Money In Letter 


It was brought out that she re- 


ceived a $20 bill In an envelope 
and letter within a letter received 
from Mrs. Aline Fred of Dawson. 
She said the letter was unsigned 
but was in the handwriting of the 
defendant. She said she destroyed 
the letter. 


Turning to another portion of 


her testimony, Mrs. Akers stated 
her husband did not own a gun 
when he was killed. 


Mrs. Akers said her husband left 


home at 4:30 o'clock for town the 
afternoon when he was shot. She 
said her husband had not men- 
tioned Hall. She denied her hus- 
band had beaten her but admitted 
he had slapped her because of 
Hall. 


On 
cross-examination, 
Mrs. 
Akers said she" was 46 years of 
age. 
She testified the first 
ad- 


vances made by Hall were In the 
summer of 1937 at her home. She 
admitted she did not mention the 
matter to her husband or son. She 
said the defendant tried to date 
her from time to time and denied 
she had done anything to cause 
him to make advances. She denied 
any advances made by a number 
of other men mentioned by defense 
counsel and was positive In her 
declarations she had never been 
connected in any. scandal. 
She 


said Hall asked her for 
dates 


about every other day from 1937 to 
1938, 
hundred of times. She main- 


tained she could not stop him 
but did not appeal to her hus- 
band or son for protection. She 
said her husband accused her of 
improper conduct toward the de- 
fendant. 


Denied Loving Hall 


The witness denied she had ever 


loved the defendant, or that she 
and Hall ever were at the Alamo 
Courts together In Waco. She de- 
nied any Illicit relations with the 
defendant and denied hearing her 
husband threaten the life of Hall. 


When questioned about the dif- 


ficulty engaged in between her 
husband and the defendant in the 
hack yard of their home of July 
4, 1938, Mrs. Akers stated 
she 


stayed home with her husband that 
night and didn't leave the house. 
She 'also denied any knowledge of 
any affair of her husband with 
another woman. 


Mrs. Akers said her 
husband 
slapped her face1 after July 4 and 
she went to the apartment of Mrs. 
Loveless and later left Dawson 
with her sister and brother-in-law, 
but denied her husband had shot 
at her. She said she was slapped 
the following day after" her hus- 
band caught her talking with Hall. 


The witness said she never told 


her husband there was "nothing 
between them" referring to herself 
and the defendant, when question- 
ed on 
cross-examination. 
When 
questioned why if there was noth- 
ing to it, she didn't tell her hus- 
band the truth, she said she didn't 
know why, just didn't. She ad- 
mitted writing one or two letters 
to the defendant, but denied en- 
couraging him. 


She said she wrote Hall she 
"wasn't going to meet him any- 
where," but denied warning Hall 
to be careful. She said she did 
not remember a threat of *ier hus- 
band on one occasion while they 
were riding when they saw Hall's 
car to run his car over Hall's au- 
tomobile or that she told her hus- 
band to go ahead, she didn't care. 
Threat to Tell Husband 


Mrs. Akers said she told the de- 


fendant If he didn't quit coming 
to see her, she would tell her hus- 
band. She testified the defendant 
saw her In the presence of her 
daughter and son-in-law In Hous- 
ton and also alone. She denied 
any knowledge of how the. de- 
fendant secured her telephone num- 
ber or address while she was in 
Houston. 


When required by Judge Howell 
to reveal how much she was pay- 
Ing the special prosecutor,'Norrls 
W. Lovett after counsel were in- 
sistent, Mrs. Akers said $360. She 
had refused .with the statement it 
was "my business" until required 
to reveal, the fee.
